C. J. Melliss telks how he first 
found himself face to face with lw<i 
full-grown lions. 
He started from 
Bcrbera for the Hand with icti cmii- 
els, a dozen Somalis, two donlreys, a 
p ony and two months’ p rovisions. 
The game on the route were ga­ 
zelle, antelop es, guim'a fowl and bus­ 
tards, and at night jackals and hye­ 
nas. 
Shortly after rt'aching the 
Hand, vzhich is a great watcrU'ss 
p lateau, he met tlie two lions, “ ac­ 
tually waiting for me,” he writes, 
“ all to myself; a vast p lain on all 
sides, clear of junglc.as a lawn, not 
another bush even in sight. 
“ I was going to g(.*t them, or tlu'v 
get me. That was the only nneer- 
tainty in the whole thing.” 
He goes on to say that what 
struck him most forcibly on si'cing a 
wild lion for the first time was that 
there was none of lluit slim, wc'ak 
ap p earance in the hind (]i arters, 
which is so visible in caged lions. 
Cap ! Melliss used a much licavier 
charge than 31r. Selaus, and sci-ms 
to have had little diiiieully in dis­ 
abling a lion with a well-ainu'd sliot. 
Wli.en lie had killed llit in, tlie lions 
were skinned and the hides lied be­ 
hind two horsemen. 
He describes vividly his delight 
after his first day’s shooting. 
“ I 
shall never forget the jileasure ef it,” 
he says.
